SHOT BY . A A CRANK. 


Watchman Pierce Receives a Flesh 
Wound Under the Arm.

SAN JOSE, March 18.—This afternoon” 


James Pierce, a watchman on James V. 
Cofeman’s ranch about ten miles from this 
city, was shot in the side, but was not 
seriously injured, by Joseph Dubois, a 
crank who occupied a cabin on the place. 
Dubois has recently been acting strangely. 
He boarded up the windows of his cabin 
and barricaded the doors as if he feared 
an attack. Pierce wanted to get some in- 
formation from him about some gates 
that had been left open, and when Dubois 


.Tefused to open the door, Pierce began 


tearing a board from a window. 
Instantly there came ashot through the 
window from without, and Pierce received 
a flesh-wound under the left arm. He 
was brought to San Jose and found not 
to be seriously hurt. The insane inmate 
of the cabin was captured by the Sheriff, 
but not until he had caved in a door and 
a window. The prisoner made no resis- 
tance and was brought to the County Jail

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.,) March 18.—A 
special to the Florida Citizen from Key 
West says that a-letter has been received 
from Cuba stating that the Spanish gun- 
boat Alcedeo fired upon and sunk a sup- 
posed American schooner off Puerto Padre 
with sixteen people aboard. It is rumored 
that the schooner from Key West was the 
Golden Hind of Key West, which left here 
several weeks ago for a cargo of fruit 
with a crew of sixteen men. She had to 
pass Puerto Padre and may have been the 
vessel in question. The schooners Louis 
Hastings and Lily also sailed for fruit 
several days ago. 

The latest news from Cuba is that the 
government has captured a steamer with 
arms and ammunition at Havana, which 
was to go to Santiago de Cuba. At San- 
tiago several rifles were captured, hidden 
away in fields. Dolores Aledo, a Cuban

NEW YORK, March 18.—There arrived 
at the St. Denis Hotel last night a young 
man who, since Wednesday morning last 
has been journeying toward this city at 
the fastest possible rate with a piece of 
highly interesting news.

‘A Conspiracy that Resulted Sadly

Spanish cruiser Infanta Isabel. The news 
was brought to that city this afternoon by 
a vessel engaged in the cattle trade be- 
tween Key West and the mainland.

BOTH MEN STAYED. 


A Draw in the O’Donnell- 
Kilrain Fight. 


Eight Rounds of Slugging in Which 
the Latter Shows Up 
tho Better. 


A Decision Against Racing in the 
District of Columbia—St. Louis 
and San Francisco Races. 

A Queer Wager.

BOSTON, March 18.—In the presence of 
2000 people at the Suffolk Athletic Club 
tonight Jake Kilrain of Baltimore and 
Steve O'Donnell of Australia, Corbett’s 
sparring partner, fought eight rounds and 
at the close Patsy Shepard, referee, amid 
shouts of ‘‘Kilrain,” declared the contest 


a draw. 

While the referee was making his mind 
av. John L. Sullivan, who sat just outside 
the-,rapes close by Kilrain’s corner, 
mounted a chair and waiving his tile de- 
ynanded a decision. When a draw was 
announced he sprang into the arena and 
rushed toward O’Donnell’s corner. Two 
of the seconds grabbed him by the arm 
and turned him aside. Then he clasped 


hands with Kilrain in apparent congratu- 
lation. and swinging his arms showed the 
latter how the fight might have been won. 
He was ready, he said, to challenge the 
winner if the referee had only named one. 

The ex-champion was finally led off by 
friends and the scene, which caused the 
wildest excitement, ended. 

It took Refere Shepard five minutes to 
make up his mind what decision to make. 
Kilrain had the best of the last round, 
and at times it looked as if he was going 
to put O’Donnell out. He had not the 
force, however, 
asserted itself, and with wild rushes he 
dazed the Australian boy, who had been 
smiling confidently for seven rounds, and 
had landed at will upon the face of the 
Bartimorean. O'Donnell was the cleverer 
in the leads. In the first round he floored 
Kilrain, and in the second he also had 
him on the floor, but his blows seemed to 
lack force. Kilrain did very effective 
work with his right. 

O'Donnell has gained nothing in reputa- 
tion by his work tonight, while the stock 
of Kilrain was rated high. Both men 
entered the ring at 9:35 o'clock. Kilrain 
was fat and clumsy and weighed in at 
220 pounds. It was apparent that he “had 
little training, while O’Donnell was in ex- 
cellent trim and tipped the scales at 173 
pounds. With O'Donnell were Ike Weir, 
James McKay and Billy Delaney. Kil- 
rain was seconded by Jim McCarthy, Jim 
Phelan and E. Hart. The rounds were. 
as follows: 

First round—O’Donnell was the aggres- 
sor and led with his left, which was clev- 
erly stopped by Kilrain. O’Donnell then 
led with his right, landing on Kilrain’s 
stomach, followed with a left swing for 
Kilrain’s jugular. Kilrain led with his 
left, missed and a punch sent him to his 
knees. Kilrain, on rising, was forced 
to his corner, where rapid blows were 
exchanged. 

Second round—A punch on Kilrain’s 
nose brought blood. Kilrain rallied and, 
with a right-hander on O’Donnell’s neck. 
nearly threw him off his feet. O'Donnell 
pushed Kilrain suddenly and he fell. Kil- 
rain caught O'Donnell in the face, but 
received two straight punches in the face. 
O'Donnell followed with’ half a dozen sla 


ps 
on Kilrain’s mouth. At the close Kilrain" 


was breathing heavily. 

Third round—O’Donnell landed at will 
upon Kilrain’s mouth and until near the 
close, when Kilrain swung his left and 
met O’Donnell’s jaw sharply. 

Fourth round—Kilrain was again on the 
defensive. Fie was fighting against great 
odds and received great punishment in 
the face and ribs. In the last minute 
of the round, Kilrain, obeying the instruc- 
tions of John L., which were heard all 
over the hall, forced the Australian boy 
to the ropes and punched for the wind 
with effect. 

Fifth round—O’Donnell clinched, rushed 
and got punched in the wind. Counter 
blows were exchanged and, in a break, 
Kilrain got in his heft twice and O’Don- 
nell planted two stingers upon Kilrain’s 
nose. 

Sixth round—Kirain landed his right 
with effect and got in a swinging right 
on O’Donnell’s right ear. O’Donnell came 
-back with two straight rights upon the 
face. Kilrain clinched to save himself 
and got in two right-handers on O’Don- 
nell’s ribs. 

Seventh round—O’Donneil was forced to 
the ropes with a stout right-hander from 
Kilrain. O'Donnell got tin a left swing 
with his right for a, knock-out, but Kil- 
rain sparred and clinched. O'Donnell then 
landed five times in quick succession on 
Kilrain’s face and Kilrain was decidedly 
groggy. Kilrain was weak, and in dodg- 
dng received severe punishment. As Kil- 
rain staggered, Sullivan rose and shouted 
to Kilrain to let out his right and left 
straight. Kilrain obeyed, and forced 
O'Donnell by main strength to his corner. 

Eighth round—This was Kilrain’s round 
from start to finish. With bull-dog tenac- 
ity and the thought that his reputation 
hung in the balance, he rushed at O’ Donnell 
like a Dull and surprised his antagonist 
by forcing him all about the ring, and 
fanded a dozen punches on his face and 
neck. Twice he had O’Donnell at his mercy, 
but lacked the strength to place a telling 
blow. O'Donnell was dazed as the spec- 
tators shouted to Kilrain to put him out, 
but the latter could not respond. The 
round closed with honors for Kilrain. —

AGAINST THE RULES. 


POSTAL EMPLOYEES FORM A 
POWERFUL COMBINE. 


Railway Mail Clerks Opposed to the 
Order Requiring Them to Re- 
move to Some Point on the 
Line of Road.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The Post- 
office Department has information of the 
formation of a powerful combination of p+s- 
tal employees, designed to bring pressure 


upon. Congress to overturn certain réegula- 


tions and rules of the department. The 
employees have been encouraged by suc- 
cess in attaching to the last Postetfice Ap- 
_propriation Bill an amendment which sus- 
pended an order of the department. 

This order was issued last June, and di- 
rected that before the Ist of May, 1595, all 
railway mail employees should remove to 
some point along the line of the route 
“n which they were employed. This was un- 
satisfactory to most of the clerks, and 
they obtained legislation overruling the or- 
der. The reason for issuing the order !s 
explained at the department as necessary 
because at the time the order was issued 
there were about 1300 of them in the serv- 
ice who did not live on the lines where 


they worked. en there was an accident. 


or anything else that requires emergency 
men those who were on leave and away 
from the line where they worked escaped 
the extra duty, and it fell upon those liv- 
ing on the route. Of the 1300 who were liv- 
ing off the lines where they worked about 
300 have notified the department that they 
have or will remove their homes to the 
points requested. Probably all of them will 
so remove, notwithstanding the legisla- 
tion overruling the order. 

The department is now informed that 
since the failure of legislation in the last 
Congress increasing the pay of employees 
a combination has been formed to press 
this legislation and also to overturn those 
rules of the department which are unsatis- 
factory to them. 

A high official of the department said to- 
day: “This combination includes some 
thousands of employees in the railway mail 
service, the letter-carrier service and in 
postoffices. They are all’in the classified 
service and protected from removal. The 
effect of this combination would be to cre- 
ate a sentiment against the civil-service 
law, which protects these employees.”’ 


A WILD YARN. 


Another General Election to be Held 
in Hawaii. 
‘Issoclated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—The report 
brought by Judge Dixon of Butte, Mont., 
from Hearweli, that Queen Liliuokalani’s 
sentence will be commuted, and a general 
election will be called for the election 
of a President, is not credited by officials 
here.

INTERESTING CASES. 


The Power of Courts and of Congress 
Exemplified. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—In the case 
of J. S. Field, Jr., receiver of the Mor- 
ristown and Cumberland Gap Railroad 
Company, appellant, against John Cole- 
man and the Atlantic Trust Company, 
from the Circuit Court for the eastern 
district of Tennessee, Judge Brewer of 
the Supreme Court has delivered an opin- 
ion. It was held that the Circuit Court 
has not the power to take the property 
out of the hands of the receiver appointed 
by the State court. Justice Brewer said 
that the probable continuance of posses- 
sion by the Federal Court did not trans- 
form that which was in the first in- 
stance wrongful into rightful possession. 
The case was remanded to the Circuit 
Court for proceedings not inconsistent with 
the opinion. 

An interesting opinion upon the status 
of pensions was delivered by Justice 
-Brewer. “‘Congress being at liberty to 
give or withhold pensions,”’ said the Jus- 
tice, “‘may prescribe who shail receive and 
determine all the circumstances and con- 
@itions under which any application there- 
for shall be prosecuted. No man has a 
legal right to interfere in the matter of 
Obtaining pensions for himself or others. 
The whole control of the matter is within 
the domain of Congressional power.” 

This declaration was incidental to the

ROBBED THE MINT. 


A Shortage Discovered in the Carson 

3 Money Manufactory. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CARSON (Nev.,) March 18.—Andrew 
Mason, government mint inspector and su- 
verintendent of the New York assay de- 
partment, has been in Carson for the 
past week inspecting affairs at the United 
States Mint in this city. An article in” 
this evening’s Tribune to that effect has 
given rise to the rumor that something 
was wrong at the mint, as heretofore the 
presence of mint inspectors has been 
known to the public on the day of arrival. 

The fact of such secrecy caused ugly 
rumors, and this evening it was learned 
from Hirsch Harris, melter and refiner, 
that something was wrong at the mint, 
and that a shortage had been discovered 
about a month ago. It was learned that 
something over $80,000 has mysteriously 
disappeared and that five clean-ups which 
were made in quick succession, as it was 
thought some clerical error had been 
made, failed to reveal the cause of the 
shortage. Refined gold and silver bullion 
to that amount has disappeared from the 
department, and Inspector Mason expects 
to be able to. clear up the mystery in a 
dav or two. 

Harris also stated the reason so much 
secrecy was observed was that it was not 
deemed advisable to give the matter pub- 
licity as that might prevent the discov- 
ery and recovery of the loss. No direct 
charges have been made as yet, and it 
will probably be some days before the 
mvstery is unraveled. The presence of 
Gen. Bob Keating in Carson, to whom sev- 
eral mint employes, including Superin- 
tendent J. W. Adams, owe their positions,

William Waldorf and John Jacob to 
Build Rival Hotels.

NEW YORK, March 18.—William Wal- 
dorf and John Jacob Astor have locked 
horns over which shall own the finest 
hotel in New York City, and, as a re- 
sult, properiy in the neighbsrhood of the 
Waldorf Hotel has increased greatly in 
value. John J. Astor purchased the 
buildings adjoining and to ithe north of 
the Waldorf, and announced that he would 
build there a hotel that would be 100 


feet deeper, several stories higher and 
in every way m magnificent than the 
Waldorf.

GREAT BRITAIN’S ULTIMATUM 
TO. NICARAGUA. 


The Latter Must Pay an Indemnity 
for Deporting Consular Agent 
Hatch and Pay it Quick. 
Uncle Sam Involved, —

MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) March 18.—The 
British government, through its Minister 
here, has submitted an ultimatum de- 
manding a cash indemnity of £15,000 to 
pay for the expulsion of Hatch, British 
consular agent, during the troubles of last 
year, and also for the appointment of a 
commission to investigate the damages 


| sustained by the persons and property of 


British subjects who were expelled from 
the Mosquito reservation about the same 
time. 

By the terms of the ultimatum Great 
Britain is to name one of the commission- 
ers and Nicaragua another, and these two 
are to chose a third, who shall not be a 
citizen of the United States. It was also 
»made known that a British warship is 
now on her way to Nicaragua to enforce 
these demands, which must he complied 
with within” seven. weeks from February 
25 last, the date of the ultimatum. 

A SERIOUS PROSPECT. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—It is im- 
possible to learn positively whether the 
State Department has been advised offi-. 
cially of the severe demands upon Nica- 
ragua by Great Britain, but from the fact 
that Gen. Barrios, who was appointed by 
Nicaragua to endeavor to settle the diffi- 
culty, has recently paid several visits to 
the State Department in company with 
Dr. Guzman, the resident Nicaraguan 
Minister, it is assumed that our own gov- 
ernment is fully posted in regard to the 
matter. 

It cannot be denied that this new inci- 
dent, taken in connection with the hostile 
attitude of Great Britain toward Vene- 
zuela, promises to lead to trouble of a 


character much more.serious than the in- | 


cident of the Allianca. There are ques- 
tions of indemnity arising in Venezuela, 
growing out of claims preferred: by other 
European nations. Many of the claims 


grow out of the failure of these republics 


to meet. their obligations to foreign debt- 
ors under the stress of hard times, and 
the influence of the world-wide depression 
in trade. As the European governments 
appear to be moving to collect these in- 
dividual debts on their own account, it is 
a question that the United States must 
Sveedily settle as to how far it is pre- 
bared to permit this process to go on. 
Besides, there is a rather disagreeable 
reflection upon American citizens in the 
declaration that none such shall serve on 
the commission to adjudge the damage. 
On the whole, it is probable. that the Pres- 
ident will interfere to secure at least an 
amelioration of the terms of the ultima- 
tum by an appeal to the British govern- 
ment represetiting the great hardship that 
it would work to Nicaragua under her 
present depressed condition to prefer a 
demand for so large ar indemnity. —

NEW YORK, March 18.—The prelimi- 
niry examination of Charles A. Dana, the 
editor of the Sun, on the indictment for 
criminal libel of Frank B. Noyes of the 
Washington Evening Star, which had been 
set down for today, brought together an 
unusually large assemblage at the office 
of United States Commissioner Shields in 
the Federal Building this morning. The 
indictment was returned by the grand 
jury of the Supreme Court for the District 
of Columbia on March 7. It also included 
William L. Laffan, publisher of the Sun, 
who has not yet been arrested. Franklin 
Barrett was the counsel for Dana. Dana 
and Elihu Root arrived together. United 
States District Attorney McFarlane rep- 
resented the prosecution. 

Commissioner, Shields offered in evi- 
dence a certifiedl copy of thé indiétment | 
by the grand jury of the District of Co- 
lumbia, charging the defendant with crim- 
inal bel, and Mr. Root objected to the 
indictment on the ground that it was in- 
competent and irrelevant, but his objec- 
tion was overruled. Thomas Hitchcock, 
the treasurer of the Sun company, was 
called and stated, in answer to questions, 
that Dana was editor of the Sun. 

Root began cross-e€xamining, and asked 


| first if Dana had anything to do with the 


bysiness management of the Sun. 

“No, sir,’’ responded Hitchcock. + 

“Did he have anything to do with send- 
ing papers to Washington~on February 
22, 1895?’ 

McFarlane objected and was sustained. 

Root asked the witness if Dana had any- 
thing to do with the management of the 
paper other than supervising the literary 
matter it contained. 

“No sir,’”’ replied Hitchcock. 

He had seen Dana at the Sun office in 
February and on the 22d he was there. 
When Hitchcock was called as a witness 
for the defense, he told how long he had 
known Dana and was allowed to say that 
the latter had nothing to do with the cir- 


} culation of the Sun on February 22 last. 


‘‘We claim and offer to show that the 
defendant has committed no offense within 
the District of Columbia,” said Root, ‘‘so 
that there could be no jurisdiction of the 
court: there over the alleged facts on 
which the indictment was found.” 

McFarlane objected and was sustained. 
There was a whispered consultation be- 
tween Root and the editor of the Sun, 
when the former stated that he had just 
been informed that Noyes was not a resi- 
dent of Washington or the district, but 
was a registered voter of Montgomery 
county, Maryland,. HecFarlane cbjected 
and was sustained. 

Root then moved for the discharge of 
the defendant on the following grounds: 

“First, that no probable cause has been 
shown for believing or suspecting him 
guilty of any offense against the laws of 
the United States. 

“Second, on the ground that the warrant 
isued against him, was not issued on prob- 
able cause. 

“Third, that the warrant was not sup- 
ported by an oath or affirmation. 

“Fourth, that the matter alleged as 
probable cause was not supported by oath 
or affirmation. 

“Fifth, that it does not appear that any 
offense was committed by the de‘endant 
within the jurisdiction 02 the Supreme 
Court of the District of Columbia. 

“Sixth, that it affirmatively ap that 
no offense was committed within the juris- 
diction of the District of Columbia.”’ 

Commissioner Shields denied all these 
motions and announced that he would sign 
a regular warrant of commitment for Dana 
and hold him to await the order of removal 
by the district judge. t 

Root asked that Dana be discharged cn 
his own recognizance pending application, 
which was assented to by Dist.-Atty. Me- 
Farlane. It was arranged that the appli- 
gation for removal of the case to the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Court should be heard on 
Monday, April 1, at 2 p.m.

SAN DIEGO, March 15.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Fow people fish at a depth of 
800 feet. There are fewer fishermen at a 
depth of 4500 fathoms or 27,000 feet. This 
is a Gepth of about five and a half miles. 
It takes a heavy sfnker and a strong line 
to reach this enormous ocean depth. Un- 
cle Sam is the only angler in the world 
who insists on such deep sea fishing and 
measures depths, not by hundreds of feet, 
but by actual miles. He has a boat built 
specially for the purpose. This vessel, the 
United States Fish Commission steamer 
Albatross, comes into San Dtego Harbor 
frequently, and is an object of rare inter- 
eat to the landsman. The Albatross is 
strictly a scientific fishing craft. Sbe 
cost over $100,000, is 234 feet long and of 


1074 tons displacement, with a brigantine | 


rig. Her business is to follow ocean fish 
as they migrate from their summer to. 
their winter habitat and observe their 
manner of life. This work includes the 
collection of fish, mud and shelis from 
a depth of 27,000 feet to the surface. The 
tremendous scope of this work is hardly 
appreciable by minds not conversant with 
the details of it. It involves not cnly the 
exercise of a rare scientific talent, but 
also the exercise of masterly seamanship 
in carrying out the demands of science in 
securing fish specimens. For instance, 
the ingenuity of the scientists and naviga- 
tors resorted to the employrrent of 
the electric light at great depths in order 
to attract heretofore unknown and other- 
wise ; unobtainable fish into the ‘trawl 
which’is let down from the ship’s side. 
Im this way small fish are usually caught. 
Sometimes when the electric light is near 
the surface of the ocean large fish are at- 
tracted by the illumination. The light 
seems to make the big fish angry. Sharks 
for instance will dart at the light as if it 
was a deadly foe. The light is sometimes 
lowered 800 feet from the surface. At a 
depth of seventy feet the illumination be- 
comes invisible. When the light is twenty 
or thirty feet down and huge fish congre- 


gate about it their shadows are cast up- | 


ward on the surface of the sea‘and from the 
deck of the ship the scene is weird indeed. 
It is a veritable congress of monsters of 
the deep that sometimes gathers. about 
what to them is a wonderful sight. An 
electric lighted submarine home is some- 
thing novel even to a tough, old shark. 
Occasionally a man-eater shark is cur- 
fous enough to ‘“‘monkey’” with this elec- 
tric light and tries to swallow it. If the 
electric current supplying the hight hap- 
pens to be strong the curtosity of the 
meddling shark is soon satisfied. In fact 
the fish is shocked by the modern inno- 
vation. It dies. The bodies of several 
such shocked fish have floated to the sur- 
face. It has been noted that the effect 
of the electric light upon big fish has been 
such that, as deadly enemies as are the 
shark and swordfish, will swim up to the 
light side by side, and so amazed are they 
by the wonderful shining bulb that they 
appear to forget the deadly feud existing 
between these piscatorial oe and 
they do not rush at each other in mortal 
combat. Other fish that usually fight on 
sight lie down together, a» it were, 
in this shining presence, as mfght a lion 
and a lamb. | 

The operation of sounding, or of fishing, 
at a depth of tens of thausands of feet, re- 
quires much skill in both the management 
of the ship and of the sounding apparatus. 
In ordinary deep-sea sounding a three- 
eighth-inch steel wire is used. The ten- 
sion on this wire must be constant else 
it will**kink, thus reducing its tensile 
strength 50 per cent. Ocean currents 
complicate deep-sea exploration.» A sur- 
face current is quickly detected and 
guarded against, but when the rope or 
sounding line is swept under the bot- 
tom of the ship by a submarine current, 
with perhaps thousands of fathoms of line 


out, it requires great skill and patience to 


clear the line without kinking and thereby 
possibly losing a portion of it. When a 
deep-sea sounding is to be taken the sinker 
is lowered to the water’s edge. A ther- 
mometer and water specimen cup are 
clamped on to the line of three-eighths- 
inch wire. An officer takes his station be- 
side the sounding machine. Seamen are at 
hand atténding to the guide pulleys. A 
fireman stands with his hand on the throt- 
tle of the sounding engine awaiting the 
officer’s command. The record Keeper 
takes his position beside the register 
where he can read it readily. This reg- 
ister shows the number of fathoms paid 
out. At the order, ‘‘Let go!” the sinker 
shoots down into the ocean at a speed of 
ten to fifteen feet per second. The record 
keeper makes a note of every 100 fathoms 
of tine paid out. The officer of the deck 
maneuvers the ship in a way that will 
keep the wire vertical. The instant the 


sinker strikes the bottom the sea, 
miles below the ship, the sound- 
ing engine is stopped. The record 


keeper notes the number of turns indi- 
cated on the register, the slack line is 
hove in by hand until it clears the bottom. 


‘Then the sounding engine is reversed and 


the line is hauled aboard about as fast 
as it was paid out. 

The waiar specimen cup or bottle which 
is let down on the sounding line is an 
important part of the equipment of deep- 
sea explorers. The densities of ocean 
water at different depths and in the 
different great ocean currents, is a 
matter of moment to scientists in 
determining imporant submarine facts. 
To obtain a specimen of water at a 
depth say, of 18,000 feet, with all of its 
free gases, and bring it to the surface 
without allowing these gases to escape or 
the water to mingle with other water, 
was impossible until the invention of a 
metal water cup so arranged that when it 
descends into the briny deep for several 
miles or so, the resistance of the water 
during the descent keeps open the valves 
of the,cup. When the cup is stopped-at 
the desired depth, and is being 
pulled to the surface, the resistance 
of the water sets in motion a small 
propeller arranged on the upper eide of the 
cup. This propeller forces shut certa.n 
valves of the ho{low cup and locks them, 
and thus the water is secured in what 
amounts to a hermet'cally-sealed metal bulb 
which holds its contents intact until opened 
by the sc'entist in the laboratory either on 
board the Albatross, or at Wash :ngton, 
whither the water specimens are some- 
times sent for a more elaborate analysis 
than is usually carried out on shipboard. 
These water cups are strongly built. They 
need to be in order to withstand the great 
pressure of the water several miles below 
the surface. This pressure is hundreds of 
tcns to the square inch. One of the cur- 
josities of the Albatross is a heavy glass 
globe filled with water. This hollow giass 
ball was let Gown to a great depth in the 
ocean until the water pressure became s0 
great that the water was literally forced 
through the pores of the glass and the ball 
was filled. On account of this water pres- 
eure it is necessary to inciose the mercury 
bulbs of the deep-sea thermometers ‘n, a 
secondary glees case, which is atso filled 
with mercury, and thus any possible pres- 
sure on the mercury bulb, which indicates 
the temperature, is taken up by the sec- 
ondary, or protective bulb. Without such 
protection the readings of the thermometer 
would be very imperfect, as the pressure 
on the temperature bulb would force the 
mercury beyond the pont to which the 
temperature of the water sends it.

| has caught crabs which are of larger size 
than shoal-water crabs. Specimens of the 
great spiny spider crab have been taken 
at this depth, having bodies seven inches 
long and six inches broad, covered with 
long, sharp spines. The outspread legs of 
one of these specimens measured three 
feet across.. Several shrimp have been 
taken at a depth of a mile and a half, the 
bodies of which were nearly twelve (ndhes 
long. Their legs were remarkable for 
great length and slenderness. A striking 
characteristic of the deep-sea crustacea is 
the red or reddish color. A few species 
are apparently colorless, but the great 
majority are of some sbade of red or or- 


ange. 

Among deep-sea animals of various 
groups salmon, orange and scarlet colors 
prevail. It is believed that they are pro- 
tective colors in consequence of the pecu- 
liar nature of the light transmitted to 
them through a vast thickness of sea 
water. This belief implies that a certain 
amount of: sunlight is thus transmitted. 
The existence of well-developed eyes {n the 
deep-sea fishes, cephalapods and crustacea 
may well be regarded as positive evidence 
of the existence of a certain amount of 
light even at the greatest depths ex- 
plored. The Albatross secured specimens 
of crustacea at a depth of 17,000 feet. All 
of these specimens had normal faceted 
eyes. Nine of them had dark-colored eyes 
similar to the eyes of allied shallow water 
species. The eggs of deep-sea crabs, while 
smavier in number, are 350 times larger 
than shoal-water crabs. 

The statement that there is no life be- 
low an oczan depth of three miles has been 
refuted by the experience of the Albatross. 
Sometimes, however, when deep-sea fish, 
accustomed to live in the high pressure 
found at great depths, find their way up- 
ward to a depth where the pressure is 
lessened very materially, and they en- 
deavor to return to the deep homes, they 
cannot do so because their bladders, under 
the lessened pressure, become so expanded 
that the fish are unable to overcome the 
resistance when endeavoring, to swim 
downward. Consequently the fish soon 
floats to the surface absolutely helpless. 


Origin of the Blouse 


(Lippincott’s Magazine:) After the fall 
of the Roman empire the sexes started 
about fair in the’ matter of clothes. Our 
Teutonic ancestors adopted a costume 
which was almost the same for men and 
women, and consisted of two main gar- 
ments, the Roman tunica and toga. The 
tunica was virtgally a shirt wth long 
sleeves, and was buckled at the waist. The 
men wore it reaching to the knee and the 
women to the ankles. In colder Northern 
latitudes the men, as 2 great innovation, 
added trousers, but these were looked 
upon in the light of a distinct extra, and 
were not considered obligatory in hot 
weather. There seems to be no doubt that 
the blouse of the modern peasant is a di- 
rect descendant of the tunica.

COMMERCIAL. 

California dried fruit has been going 
east in unprecedentedly large quantities 
during the past few months. This is es- 
pecially true of prunes and apricots. The 
New York Journal of Commerce has the 
following ‘remarks on the subject: 

“A short time ago attention was di- 
rected to recent heavy shipments of cer- 
tan Hines of California dried fruits from 
the San Jose terminal. Later statistics 
show that the movement has continued on 
quite a farge scale, more particularly of 
prunes and apricots.. In the week ending 
March 2, 900,000 pounds of prunes were 
sent through, making a total of 2,083,590 
pounds shipped tm three weeks ending at 
that date. The shipments of apricots were 
350,000 pounds in the last week, and nearly 
a million pounds during the three weeks. 

“These figures are instructive in more 
ways than one, and deserving of atten- 
tion. They confirm, in some degree, the 
estimates of dried fruit remaining back 


consider as being overdrawn. They also 
give at least a partial explanation of how 
it is that prices are Trelaiively lower at the 
present time in the Eastern distributive 


supply. 

‘There is, however, a redeeming feature 
in ‘the fact that fate advices show that only 
@ comparatively small stock of French 
‘prunes remains back in the foreign market 
available for export. Some accounts would 
lead to the not unreasonable presumption 
that handlers of California prunes are 
likely to have the American market vir- 
tually to themselves, or, at least, meet 
with no formidable ouiside competition 
during the late spring and summer months. 

‘In the case of apricots there is no sim- 
ilar favorable offset. The supplies of this 
fruit are known ‘to be large at primary 
points, and liberal in the distributive mar- 
kets, while the evidence is wanting that 
consumption is more than ofa fair average 
amount.’’ 

The loss by frost in the northern fruit 
belt cannot fail to have a very favorable 
effect on the market in this section, and 
growers should have no trouble in realiz- 
ing good prices for their fruit. It looks

GENFRAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

Referring to the article which appeared 
recently in this column on the subject of 
the scarcity of good asparagus grown in 
this section, a correspondent who signs 
himself ‘‘Tenderfoot’” sends The Times a 
sample bunch of asparagus, cut from one- 
year-old plants of the Argenteuil variety, 
set out one year ago. It is a green va- 
riety, but the stalks are of mammoth seize, 
much larger, in fact, than anything of the 
kind that has ever been seen in the local 
market. Almost all of the stalk can be 
eaten, there being little or no waste. This 
correspondent says that two years ago 
he became aware of the fact mentioned in 
The Times, namely, that this market is 
almost entirely supplied with asparagus 
from Northern California. He thereupon 
selected and imported the latest and best 
Varieties grown in France, and has now 
near the city limits thirty acres planted 
to asparagus, in two tracts. None of it 
will be cut for market this year, but nex: 
winter and spring he expects to supply 
lis Angeles with the finest asparagus 
that has ever heen produced in the United 
States. This enterprising newcomer says 
that to grow fine azparagus in considerable 
quantity requires knowledge, patience, la- 
bor and expensize fertilization. 


In the interesting series of articles on 
the work of the teredo along the coast 
of California, published in The Times of 
yesterday, the correspondent at San Pe- 
dro, referring to the suggestion recently 
made in this column that some varieties 
of the eucalyptus are stated to be teredo- 
proof, said that the eucalyptus had been 
tested in San Pedro a number of years 
ago, and had proved to be even shorter- 
lived than the Oregon pine. This opinion 
is, however, contradicted, to a certain ex- 
tent by the report of the Santa Bar- 
bara correspondent, a gentleman in charge 
of the wharf at that place, and who built 
it twenty-three years ago. He says they 
ere now trying eucalyptus piles, and that 
their experience seems to prove that while 
no variety they haVe secured is exempi 
from the depredations of the teredo, the 
life of a eucalyptus pile will average a 
year or two more than that of the pine. 
The question thus appears still to be 
@n open one as to whether the teredo 
can be successfully combatted by using 
eucalyptus timber, or at least whether

Dry weather 
throughout the winter wheat country, steadi- 
ness in the English markets and a decrease 
of 224,000 bushels in the Liverpool stocks since 
Monday last were the items from which the 
bulls drew courage. Weaker continental mar- 
kets, favorable weather for the French bt 
accompanied by speculative selling orders from 
Paris ~~ the principal items of the early 
cables which led the strength to the bears, 
and the market turned from having a slight 
upward tendency to a much more decided feel- 
ing in favor of the opposite direction. When 
the visible-supply statement was received, 
showing a decrease of only 844,000 bushels, as 
compared with a decrease of 1, 428,000 bushels 
last year on the corresponding week, bearish 
sentiment became pronoun and the price 
tumbled %c below what it was during a por- 
tion of the first half hour.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 

LOS ANGELES THBATER—A big 
house, made up of the town's cultire and 
fashion, was in attendance last night at 
the Los Angeles Théalter—an eudience of 


Me to the amusement-mongers who say 
that Shakespeare is out of fashion and 
that the public pines for the tomfoolery 
and drivel of horse-piay and rot that runs 
riot on the stage in farce-comedy. It was 
a house that gave evidence in abundance 
that the town’s intelligence can be drawn 
to the theaters if #t be given an adequate 
play, presented with such players as know 
a hawk from a handsaw—evidence, in- 
deed, that the name of the -world’s mas- 
ter dramatist ig yet one to conjure with, 


. and thus it was a pleasure to witness, 


not only the play, but to see those who 
sat and listened to the reading of ‘the 
lilting lines that ere a-ripple with music. 
“Henry IV’’ was the play last night, and 
it ‘was set out in such fashion, such sump- 
tuous dressing, such scenic adornment and 
such scholarly and fitting address as to 
make: tthe night but little ehort of an 
event. The rare old drama is one not often 
seen upon the boards in this degenerate 
age of risqueness and apotheosism of profli- 
gacy—in fact, it has never before been 
put upon the stage here and hence was 
witnessed with a keener and more absorb- 
ing interest than are those plays of the 
great writers that are made familiar by 
more frequent production. 

Although measurably cast in heroic mold 
and full of heroic lines and situations, and 
a-sparkle with the liquid scintillations of. 
Shakespeare’s ius, “Henry IV,” as a 
play, by the overshadowing personality of 
Jack Falstaff, really becomes a comedy, 
and the tragedy that brings it to a close 
ill-maittches the mood and temper of its 
atmosphere. 

Jack Falstaff, rare, unctious, bragging, 
lying Jack Falstaff; is a deathless char- 
acter, His nimble lip and wagging tongue 
stamps him as a master wag, but he is 
a cowardly varlet, a very mountain of 
falsehood, a fat rascal, a shifty, conniving 
braggart, who shifts from one lie to an- 
other with such nimble skill and such 
adroit twists of the tongue as to compel 
the applause of even those who despise his 
knavery. 

Mr. James makes him the ideal charac- 
ter of the oid play and embellishes the 
role with that subtle intelligence, that 
discreet humor, and that unctious per- 
sonality, which gives it substance, vital- 
ity, and the keenest human interest. ‘His 
chuckle is*a work of art, his make-up is 
fitting and laugh-compelling, and he 
rare native qualities with which the dram- 
atist endowed this mock hero, he brings 
out with telling effect. There is, per- 
haps, no player in this country so well- 
featured and favored as is Mr. James to 
play the role of the captain of the rag-a- 
muffin army of ill-favored horse-marines, 
the biatant stuffed prophet whom Shake- 
speare spent a good bit of his genius upon 
and in the creation of w he dis- 
plays, in his own masterly way, his deep 
penetrating knowledge of certain phases 
of human nature. 

Mr. Warde’s Prince Hal is well done. It 
is a crisp, virile characterization which 
he presents, happily conceived and car- 
ried out with the intelligence,’ finish and 
debonair grace of a true courtier. Guy 
Lindsey was very strong as Hotspur. He 
has a good voice, youth, grace, a fine 
presence, and reads his lines with splen- 
did effect. He is a great acquisition. to 
this organization of players. 

Beverly Tucker made the most of the 
role of King Henry, reading the lines 
with dignity and playing the part with 
forcefulness and passion. Miss Chapman’s 
appearance as Lady Percy is but little more 
than a glimpse. She has a winsome pres- 
ence, but it would ceem an affectnedness 
of speech, and a tendency to over act. 
Miss Everett was quite clever and pleas- 
ing as Dame Quickly. Harry Barton made 
an excellent Poins, and John Hickey an 
acceptable Bardolph, he of the blossomful 
proboscis. The company contains some 
very mediocre material, but it is quite the 
equal of any heretofore surrounding these 
players, and, on the whole, will pass. 

The scenery and costumes are rich and 
effective, and the accessories generally full 
and complete.

It appears that a mob at Wash- 
ington Courthouse attempted to lynch 
negro prisoner. of making 
a stump speech to the rioters or 
weakly turning the prisoner over to 
them as a sort of: peace offering, Coit 
charged them, and when they retali- 
ated ordered his men to fire low so as 
to be sure to hit somebody. The re- 
sult was that within about five min- 
utes after Coit arrived upon the scene 
all the rioters who had escaped were 
safely out of range. 


In indorsing. the . Gov. 
McKinley commends Coi his con-. 
duet, and 's that as the laws of! 


Ohio provide ample remedies for re- 
dressing all wrongs, lynching must be 
prevented at all hazards. It is the 
duty of the State, he adds, to protect 
the meanest of its citizens from mob 
violence. 

The moral of the example thus set 
by the authorities of Ohio should not 
be lost upon those Southern States 
where the lynching of a negro is 
usually looked upon by the people as a 
picnic, nor upon those other more civi- 
lized regions where it is the custom 
to abuse the militia both for suppres- 
sing and failing to suppress riots. 
Suppose last summer the militia as- 
sembled at Sacramento had treated 
the mob of railroad strikers as Col. 
Coit treated them? Would its com- 
manding officers have e&Scaped with 
their necks, to say nothing of their 
reputations? Could any military com- 
mission have indorsed the feeble dis- 
persion of that mob without laying it- 
self open to the charge that it was in 
the “pay” of the railroad? Evidently 
Ohio is a civilized State in more sense 
than one.

SACRAMENTO, March 17.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) The wheels stopped going 
round at 1:50 o’clock this (Sunday) morn- 
ing and the statesmen who for sixty-nine 
days have furnished the motive power 
for said wheels will withdraw from the 
public gaze for a time to count the profit 
accruing from serving the State with one 
hand and. keeping an eye on the main 
chance with the other. It is not given to 
all to retire with the pleasing conscious- 
ness that warrants for $56 a..week is not 
all there is in it in being a public servant, 
but even that garrulous old lady, Dame 
Rumor, lies as persistently as Senator 
Dunn says Senator Biggy does, or there are 
some legislators who will go home no 
poorer for the fact that they have been 
working here for nine days since the State 
‘stopped their per diem. In at least two 
instances, if the same old lady knows what 
she is talking about, honors will succeed 
honors and the executive’s sign manual 
will testify to the people of the State that 
gratitude is a part of his make-up.

as this “Legislature is concerned. Chair- 
man Larue was an interested listener at 
the inquiry, and there is said to be no 
doubt that the grand jury will take up 
the work. 

There was ared-hot American debate in. 
the Assembly Friday that would have 
warmed the cockles of any A. P. A. heart. . 
It came about on the second reading of 
the Senate substitute for the four Senate 
bills giving the Califorhia Demokrat, (Ger-- 
man,) Le Franco-Californien, (French,) 
and La Voce del Popolo and L’Italia, (Ital- 
jan,) $2000 apiece for publishing the pro- 
posed constitutional amendments in those 
languages. Mr.. Bachman of Fresno and 
Mr. Belshaw of Contra Costa wanted to 
know how it came about that this bill 
was put in when the committee of the 
whole had previously passed upon four 
separate bills calling for $500 each for the 
same work and decided that they should 
not pass because of the clause in the Con- 
stitution providing that all official writ- 
ings must be published in the English lan- 
guage. Mr. Powers of San Francisco said 
this bill had passed the Senate because 
Gov. Markham had authorized the publi- 
cation. The bills had been cut down to 
the actual cost of printing and paper. He 
had a copy of the correspondence in which 
the former executive had ordered this 
printing which he would read if desired. 

Messrs. Bulla, Bledsoe and Dodge de-. 
nounced the bills as illegal, no matter by 
whom authorized. Mr. Bulla said that pa- 
pers of the same circulation which are 
printed in English were allowed only $1500 
or $1600. The Los Angeles Times, with three 
or four times the circulation of those pa- 
pers, put in a bill of only $293. Powers 
said that that was because The Times only 
printed the amendments weekly. Mr. 
Dodge of Oakland made a rousing speech 
and said that he was opposed to the bills. 
because he was an American. The execu- 
tive was not the agent of the State to 
make illegal contracts, and that was just 
what had been done in the case of these 
papers. 

Mr. Reid was greeted with a round of 
applause when he- said that the constitu- 
tion declared that no map shall vote unless 
he can read and write the English 
language, and there was mo ‘occasion for 
these papers to print the amendments in 
a foreign language. In passing ‘this. bill! 
they would be going back on the spirit of. 
the Constitution. Mr. Bachman said 
was mo doubt but the work had been per- 
formed faithfully by these papers, but the 
man who was formerly executive of this 
State didn’t seem to know what tlre Con- 
stitution wes.

Court Notes. 


The City Council yesterday passed the 
final ordinance calling the school-bond 
election for May 6. A contract was ap- 
proved by which for ten years the city is 
to receive & cents per load for all sand 
or gravel removed from the river-bed and 
the bed is to be kept im good condition 
and free from rubbish. A petition asking 
that the social evil be removed from a 
certain portion of Alameda street was re- 
ferred to a special chimmittee. A recom- 
mendation of the er Committee that 
an appropriation of be allowed for 
the fiesta failed to be adopted. A request 
was submitted that an ordinance be en- 
acted probibiting masquerading on the 
streets. P 

As the examination of Mrs. Piatt, 
charged with arson, was suddenly inter- 
rupted and continued for a week and the 
trial of the Indian murderers was put 
over, there was little of a sensational char- 
acter at the Courthouse. 


AT THE CITY HALL. r 


The City Council. 
‘’ PETITION PRESENTED REGARDING 
THE SOCIAL EVIL. 

The City Fathers succeeded in distin- 
guishing themselves yesterday. Enough of 
them for a quorum met in the morning at 
the hour fixed by ordinance for the Coun- 
¢il to meet. To be sure there were only 
six of the members present when business 
began, but with that many in the room and 
a watchful sergeant-at-arms to see that 
none of them should escape and thus stop 
further work from going on, business was 
proceeded with ata fairly rapid pace. 

When the Council met at 9 o'clock there 
were in the chamber Councilmen Ashbinan, 
Blanchard. Kingery, Snyder, Stockwell and 
President Teed present. Councilman Pes- 
eell entered in about two minutes after- 
ward. and Councilman Savage, whose busi- 
ness ‘in connection with journalistic work 
keeps him up rather late at night, ar- 
rived not a great deal later. 

T. J. McCarthy was heard in reference 
to a request that a certain portion of Sand 
street be improved by private contract in- 
stead of by public work, and the matter 
was taken under advisement. 

The Mayor returned without his ap- 
proval ordinances of intention to construct 
sidewalks on Douglass street and on 
street. The ordinances were 

led. 

The ordinance amending the boiler-in- 
spection ordinance so as to exempt from its 
provisions under certain conditions, boilers 
which are regularly inapected by insurance 
companies, was returned by the Mayor 
without his approval, and was referred to 
the Fire and Water Committee. 

The report of the Sewer Committee, as 
heretofore published, was adopted. Among 
the recommendations in the report was the 
one that specifications be prepared for 
sand boxes in zanjas where they connect 
with public sewers. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 

The report of the Board of Public. Works, 
as published in The Times heretofore, was 
adopted with two exceptions. The matter 
of the sweeping of the paved portions of 
Los Angeles, Commercial and Requena 
streets was referred back to the board, and 
the recommendation that a certain bid for 
sidewalking the south side of Sand street 
between Bunker Hill’avenue and Broadway 


. be accepted was also referred back to the 
board 


The board further reported: ‘In the 
matter of the petition of H. H, Metcalf, 
asking to be permitted to take sand and 
gravel from the river bed for a term ot 
years, we would recommend that the peti- 
tion be granted, provided the petitioner 
pay the city 8 cents for every load taken, 
and keep the river bed clean and in good 
condition at all times. We would further 
recommend that the petitioner be restricted 
in his charges for said sand to not ex- 
ceeding 25 cents per cubic yard on the 
ground, and that the City Attorney be in- 
structed to draw a contract for the same.” 
Adopted.

Rev. A. C. Bane, representing the 
county advisory bourd of the American 
Protective Association, was heard in be- 
half of a request that an ordinance be 
passed prohibiting masquerading. He said 
he had been informed that last Year on 
the Saturday evening following La Fiesta 
men masqueraded as women and women 
as men. Not only this, but they caroused 
about saloons indiscriminately. The mat- 
ter was referred to the City Attorney. 

The contractor for work on Ingraham 
street asked for an extension of twenty 
days, but was granted ten days, with the 
notice that no further extension would be 
allowed, 

Councilman Pessell moved that the 
Street Superintendent.be directed. to ‘have 
removed the fence in front of the Irwin 
Block, at Third street and Broadway, and 
that the permission heretofore granted by 
the "Council to ereet--such fence be re- 
scinded. Adopted. ° 


STREET QUESTIONS. 

A matter which some of the members 
of the Council would have perhaps pre- 
ferred should not come before them for 
action was presented in the form of the 
following communication from the Street 
Superintendent: 

“Under instructions from your body of 
February 18 permission was granted frem 
the office of. the Street Superintendent to 
the contractor erecting the Robinson 
Block, opposite the City Hall, to occupy 

_ the street the same as is done with the 
fence at the corner of Third street and 
Broadway. This I find upon investigation 
conflicts with ordinance No. 991. sec. 31.” 
. Superintendent Howard was present and 
stated in connection with the question 
that he had notified the owner of the 
old courthouse property that only tfteen 
days would be allowed in which to keep 
the fence about the place. The owner had 
replied to the effect that he knew his own 
business and there the matter stood. 

President Teed said he would, if he

“I cannot understand,” said he, 
“what actuated the members of the com- 
mittee to make such a recommendation, 
unless it is a case of leg-pulling on the 
part of property-owners, who think the 
men who loaf about the engine-house will 
buy cigars and things at the stores about 
the corner.”” He went on to say the loca- 
tion ought to be further south. 

Councilman Kingery argued that the 
place recommended was the best location. 

“When I am tagged around,’’ said Pres- 
ident Teed, ‘by an attorney who is neither 
long nor short, who is in the interes: of 
clients who want the location to be the 
one recommended, I am in doubt about 
voting for it. There are to the south of 
there many houses that have no fire pro- 
tection whateéver.”’

“Resolved, that we, the pastors of the 
various churdhés of the city of Los An- 
geles,"in our Union Ministerial Association | 
assembled, do most heartily indorse the 
petition of the residents and property- 
owners of the Bighth Ward and adjacen 
to Alameda street, which requests the Cit 
Council to take immediate action toward 
the removal of the moral and social and 
financial evil, of which they complain. 

“Resolved, further, that we look upon 
the growing Alameda-strect evil as a 
public disgrace and a dark and shameful 
stain upon the fair name of the entire 


; and, further, 

. “Resolved, that we pledge ourselves to 
assist in every possible way the injured 
and yet struggling moral and respectable 
elements of that community until relief 
is granted.”’ 

Rev. Will H. Knighten was heard on 
the question urged in the petition and 
resolution. He said it was a matter that 
had been concurred with both by Protest- 
ants and Catholics. Phere were, he said, 
four or five property-owners who were 
non-residents and who owned the Jand on 
which was located the disreputable houses. 
Those same men would, without doubt, 
never consent to having such houses near 
where they live, but on account of the 
large rents they could obtain from the 
property if it were used for the purpose 
they were willing to have it used as it 
was. 

There were schools in the neighborhood, 
and it was under consideration to erect 
more school buildings not far from there. 
Either the schools should be removed or 
else the hou of prostitution ought to 
be taken away.»The evil was growing 
alarmingly, and the time had come when 
something ought to be done. 

Councilman Savage arose and, with more 
eloquence than some people had sup 
he possessed, spoke in sympathy with the 
views expressed by Mr. Knighten. “It 
happening to be my fortune—or misfor- 
tune—to represent that ward,”’ said he, 
meaning the Eighth Ward, from which he 
was elected and in which is located the 
évil complained of; “‘I want to say that I 
am in sympathy with Mr. Knighten on 
this question, and agree with all that he 
says. My business is such that I have 
to be out late at night and when I am out 
in this way I see things that other mem- 
bers perhaps do not realize are going on. 
I want to clear all the cribs and houses 
of prostitution off from Alameda street. 
It so happened that the element that was 
in favor of these places worked against 
me when I was elected, and I stand here 
open and above board on this question. 

‘I could count twenty assignation houses 
within a stone’s throw of the City Hall. 
I want this evil moved out of the Eighth 
Ward. You can put it in the mountains 
if you want to. I don’t care what you do 
with it, but there ought to be a place to 
put it, for if there is not it will scatter 
abont the city and be in the hotels and 
lodging-houses. I would like to have a 
committee appointed by the chair to see 
what can be done with ft. I am in hearty 
sympathy with Mr. Knighten’s petition.’’ 

‘‘We have just built an outfall sewer,’’ 
said Councilman Kingery, ‘‘and I feel that 
it is the place for them (meaning the 
places of prostitution.) I believe they 
should be put in the ocean and scrubbed 
up. The man who will rent houses for 
such a purpose as that has a soul so small 
that I could dangle it on a pin-point and 
cry out ‘Rooms to let!’’”’ 

Councilman Savage moved to refer the 
matter to a special committee of three to 
investigate the question in connection with 
the Police Commission, and the motion 
was seconded by Councilman Ashman. — 

The motion prevailed and President Teed 
named as such committee Councilmen Sav- 
age, Snyder and Kingery. 

Ex-City Attorney McFarland, represent- 
ing Mead, Wright & Co., appeared  be- 
fore the Council and asked in reference to 
the ordinance which had been presented

JUDGE VAN DYKE DECIDES IN FAVOR 
OF THE MACCABEES. 
Judge Walter Van Dyke rendered his 


Knights of the Maccabees of 
the World, findings and judgment being 
ordered for the defehdant, for the reasons 
given in a lengthy writteh opinion filed 
therein. 

The plaintiff, as the widow of James H. 
Carsey, who died on the morning of Octo- 
ber 9, 1893, sued defendant for $2000, be-

Banner Tent No. 1, located in this 
A coroner’s inquest was held upon 
sey’s body on the date of-his decease, and 
the jury returned a verdict to the effect 
that he came to his death by ‘“‘an overdose 
of morphine accidentally taken, while la- 
boring under great mental depression.” 
The board of trustees of defendant et 
Port Huron, Mich., after considering the 
proof forwarded by Mrs. Carsey, arrived 
at the conclusion that Carsey had com- 
mitted suicide, amd decided that the claim 
was not a valid one. Claimant was, how- 
ever, given—until December 30, 1893, in 
which tod submit further proof to the 
board which might tend to establish the 
validity of the claim, and forwarded a 
number Of ‘affidavits. In spite of this ad- 
ditional proof, the board disallowed the 
claim, and Mrs. Carsey, instead of ap- 
pealing from the action of the board to 
the Supreme Tent, commenced this action 
on June 1, 1894. :

THE SUPRBME COURT PASSES ON THE 
_ JURY-TRIAL QUESTION. 

The Supreme Court has again passed 
upon the question as to whether or Sot 
a defendant charged with a misdemeanor 
ts entitled to a jury trial in the Police 
Court, and has decided it affirmatively 
in the case of Wong Yon Ting, who sought 
through the medium of habeas corpus 
proceedings to have-it determined. 

“Dr.”’ Wong Yon Ting was in the cus- 
tody of the Chief of Police, under a con- 
viction in the Police Court of this city, 
of the offense of practicing medicine 
without having procured a certificate from 
a board of examiners, etc. A number of 
grounds were presented for his ee 
by the Supreme Court, but that y 
declines to consider any but the question 


to whether or: not appellant was en-/| 


titled to @ jury trial. 

The court eays, in the opinion on the 
subject, that the case of Taylor vs. Rey- 
nolds ((92 Cal., 573) seems be deter- 
minative the case in favor of the pe- 
t Z , that case was not 60 
strong in favor of the petitioner as the 
one at bar, for in that case the violation 
of a city ordinance was involved, while 
the petitioner in this case was charged 
with a criminal offense created by a State 
law. It was punishable by a fine of $500 
and imprisonment for one year, and his 
conviction destroyed, practically, his means 
of livelihood. It was not, in any sense, 
a minor or petty offense, and such a 
crime would have been triable at common 
law by a jury. 

David Hewes (respondent) vs. the Ger- 
main Fruit Company (appellant;) action 
to recover $1200 for an alleged 
breach of contract, entered into between 
the parties at Tustin, on October .29, 1886, 
by the ‘terms of which plaintiff sold his 
crop’ of raisins, eight thousand to ten 
thousand boxes, more or less, at $1.40 
per box, packed and delivered. Plaintiff 
alleged that he performed all the condi- 
tions of the contract and delivered all 
of his crop of raisins to defendants, except 
2905 boxes, which were in due time cured 
and delivered at the packing-house, where 
they were left in good order and condi- 
tion, subject to the order of defendant, 
who, however, refused to accept them. 

The defense was that the 2905 boxes in 
question were so poorly cured as to be 
unfit for the market, and that plaintiff 
removed them and recured and ked 
them, but that meantime the market de- 


preciaited. 

Judgment was rendered for the plain- 
tiff in the sum of $1095.15, whereupon de- 
fendant appealed therefrom, and from an 
order denying a motion for a new trial. 

The Supreme Court, after reviewing the 
errors complained of at length, orders that 
the judgment appealed from be modified 
and affirmed, without cogts to either party. 

THREE BURGLARS SENTENCED. 

Upon motion of the District Alttorney 
the information filed in Department One 
recently, charging Pat Malone and Frank 
Fredericks with burglary, was eect aside 
by Judge Smith yesterday morning, and a 
new one substituted therefor, charging Ma- 
lone only with the offense. The defendant 
being in court was duly arraigned, entered 
his plea of guilty, amd sentenced. to im- 
prisonment at San Quenitin penitentiary for 
the term of one year, in short order. . 

William Hayes, who secently entered his 
plea of guilty ‘to the gharge of burglary 
preferred aguinst him, appeared before 
Judge Smith yesterday morning to receive 
sentence, and was ordered imprisoned in 
the State Prison at San Quentin for the 
term of two years. 

Judge Smith yesterday morning heard 
and denied the motion of the defendant in 
the case against R. Nebiino, recently con- 
victed of burglary, to vacate the verdict 
and grant bim a new trial, and thereupon 
sentenced the defendant to San Quentin 
peltentiary for the term of three years.

REPAIRING THE SOLANO. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 18.—For the 
first time since she was launched, fifteen 
years ago, the largest ferryboat in the 
world, will soon be high and dry on the 


preparations have been made to dock the 
mammoth vessel and now nothing is re- 
quired to accomplish the desired purpos 
but a favorable tide. 

t was found necessary to dredge out a 
special channel about three hundred yards 
long; to have fourteen hawsers of extra 
elength manufactured; to build a special 
set of cables and to materially enlarge 
the ways on which all the passenger 
ferryboats are docked. Although not avail- 
able for any other purpose thah the dock- 
ing of the Solano, several thousand dol- 
lars have been expended in preliminary 
work on the cradle and the vessel is stil] 
half a mile from the ways. 

Since being towed down from Port Costa 
all the engines and boilers have been 
taken from the huge hull in order that it 
may be as buoyant as possible. This has 
decreased the draught from six feet and 
Several inches to five feet five and one- 
half inches, but even that is nearly two 
feet deeper than any ferryboat that has 
ever been on the slip at West Oakland. 
To still further raise the hull, pontoons 
have been fastened on either side and the 
guards have been shoved up and raised 
With jackscrews a few inches in much the 
same manner as a house is raised. “

TIRED OF LIFE. 


EDWARD BOWEN SHUFFLES OFF 
‘THE MORTAL COIL. | 


a 


His Continued Hard Luck Was Too 
Much for Him to Bear Up 
Under—His History 
Unknown. 


Edward Bowen, weary of life, died by 
his own hand at 10:45 o’clock last night. 

The last spark of life left his body while 
stretched on a cot at the Receiving Hospi- 
tal at the police station. He had taken 
laudanum with suicidal intent a few hours 

Bowen was an Englishman about 50 
years of age, and well-known to many cit- 
izens of Los Angeles. For many years 
he was a clerk in the cigar-siand at the 
Natick House, corner of Main and First 
etreets. He was a quiet, inoffensive, good- 


| hearted man, but somewhat addicted to 


drink. 

About a year anda half ago he lost his 
Place at the Natick cigar-stand, and since 
then thas been irregularly employed by 
other cigar dealers. For a little, while he 
had a stand of his own on First street, 
but gt was not a financial success, He was 
| last employed at Sea’s cigar store at Math 
and Second etreets. That was only a few 
days ago. 

Bowen lodged for many years at the Reed 
house on First street. About the ist of 
March he gave up his room there because 
he could not afford to rent. He 
secured cheaper lodgings; at the Colton 
House, corner of Fourth and Los An- 
geles streets. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock yesterday evening, 
the proprietor of the Colton House heard 
strange noises in Bowen’s room, and, 
forcing open the door, he*found the occu- 
pant lying on the bed evidently suffering 
from morphine poisoning. The police 
station was immediately communicated 
with, and the unfortunate man was re 
moved to the Receiving Hospital. 

Everything that medical skill could sug- 
gest was done to resuscitate him, but he 
never regained consciousness. At 10:45 
p. m. he breathed his last. | 

That the suicide was premeditated is 
shown from the fact that he threatened 
earlier im the day to take ‘his life. The po- 
Hice were informed, and Detective Auble 
shadowed thim all the afternoon, but Bowen 
fimally*gave him the+slip, repaired to his 
room and took the fatal draught. . 

‘He had been drinking pretty heavily of 
late, and despondency over his impover- 
ished circumstances undoubtedly drove 
him to the rash act. Yesterday morning he 
pawned his watch, but made a small win- 
ning at a poker game and redeemed it. 
He must have gambled after that and lost, 
for im the afternoon he was seen entering 
a pawnshop, presumably to pawn his watch 
again. 

Bowen has no relatives here so far as 
known. Nothing is known of his ante- 
cedemts further than tthat he was a native 
of England. He once told Mrs. Reed that 
he was a butler or held some similar po- 
sition in a great house before he came to 
this country. 

There is a suspicion that Bowen was 
only an assumed name, as he once re- 
ceived a remittance of money from En- 
gland, the envelope of which bore an ad- 
dress other than the one he was known by 


here. 

Coroner Campbell was promptly notified 
of the death, and will hold an inquest on 
the body today. 


LIQUOR DEALERS SAFE. 


Few Prosecutions in Spite of All the 
Evidence. 


Much dissatisfaction is expressed in 
anti-saloon circles with the action of the 
Police Commission last week in dismiss- 
ing all the charges against saloon-keepers 
for violation of the Sunday closing ordi- 
nance. Some of the police who secured 
evidence against offenders of this class 
are also grumbling because the charges 
were set at naught after all their trouble 
in securing proof and information. They 
say there is little incentive for them to 
do their duty in the direction of enforc- 
ing the ordinance when the commission 
to which they are responsible refuses to 
back them up. 7 

Yesterday morning the Ministerial 
Union of Los Angeles met in the parlors 
of the Y.M.C.A. on Broadway, at which 
time resolutions were introduced by Rev.

PRACTICAL COOKER. 


A LECTURE ON THE CHIEF ART 
OF HOUSEWIVES. | 


Mrs. Ewing Could Find ‘Nothing 
that Was Good to Eat in Los 
Angeles — Coffee-making — 
and Bread-making. 


The Y.M.C.A. Hall was well filled yes- 
terday afternoon on ‘the occasion of Mrs. 
P. Pwing’s opening lecture on “The 
Art of Cookery.’’ Poetry and prose were 
mingted in artistic fashion upon the stage, 
for a huge jardiniere of callas stood cheek 
by jowl with a trim, little gas stove, and 
the kitchen table, upon which stood a 
bowl of scientifically-prepared dough, and 
two or ‘three delicious-booking, ‘crusty 
loaves with cunning twists,’’ was decorated 
with the same stately blooms. 

Mrs. Ewing opened her lecture by re- 
marking that while there was a. great deal 
said about our agricultural, commercial, 
manufacturing and other imterests, the 
most important of all, our kitchen inter- 
ests, were practically ignored. “In the 
8,000,000 kitchens in Ameriva, through 
which pass countless tons of products to 
be manufactured into food, how much of 
that which is prepared is fit for food? 

“How much raw material ig cooked so 
as to offer tthe best results?’’ 

The lecturer looked sternly through her 
glasses at feminine Los Angles as she 
propounded these searching questions, and 
feminine Los Angeles shook in its small 
shoes and squirmed uncomfortably in its 


utable slop that oftem masquerades un- 
der the name of coffee is simply execrable. 
Lord Beaconsfield once said that ‘a cup of 
good coffee is the most deficious, but the 
rarest beverage in the world,’ and since 
my stay in Los Angeles I have come to be- 
lieve it. I have been wamlering among the 
hotels and restaurants for the last three 
weeks trying ‘to find sometiting fit. to eat 
and drink, and have not succeeded yd@.”’ 

Mrs. Dwing then went on. to show\the 
difference between certain articles of f 
when properly cooked, and the abomina 
tions usually presented umder the same 
name to a long-suffering community. She 
even went so far as to assert that under 
proper treatrhent stewed prugnes and dried- 
apple pie could be made eatable; but her 
audience looked politely dubious at this 
extreme statement. 

The iecturer asked where our publica- 
tions on the subject of household economy 
were?. Other organizations had journals 
devoted to their interests, but the lack of 
interest upon this important subject is 
something appalling. 

Modern woman can do much of man’s 
work so well that he might as well retire 
from the field, but how meany of her can 


maké good bread upon scientific princi- | 


ples? She is up in political ecomomy and 
yearns to legislate; but she seldom has a 
thorough knowledge of the laws of roast- 
img, baking and boiling, and is often hazy 
as to whether fish ought to be fried skin 
side down or not, and umcertain whether 
to put on the vegetables in hot or cold 
water. 

We have the benefit of all the modern 
inventions and appliances, and the im- 
provement in the art of cooking ought to 
equal the advance in other aris and 
sciences; but the sad fact remains that 
there has been no importamt advance in the 
art of cooking for the last hundred years. 

With all the perfected apparatus -and- 
labor-saving appliances of the present day 
the results are no better than those ob- 
tained by our grandmothers with their 
open fireplaces and brick ovens. Modern 
woman has no time to study «household 
science and the art of home-making. The 
quality of the food material is excellent 
here in Los ,Angeles, but the preparation 
of it simply execrable. 

The speaker then quoted the trenchant 
assertion of Prof. Youmans that “Our 
kitchens are the fortified entrenchments 
of ignorance, prejudice, irrational habit, 
mental vacuity and rule of thumb,” ‘and’ 
remarked that the moral, physical and in- 
tellectual well-being of mankind depended 
upon proper food. 

The principles of comeliness or deform- 
ity, health or disease, life or death, haye 
their root in the kitchen. 

The whole territory of the drink ques- 
tion lies next to the food question, and the 
appetite for stimulants is excited by bad 
food. The normal, healthy stomach has 
no morbid craving, but poor coffee creates 
a taste for lager beer, and bad bread ex- 
cites a lively craving for sour mash 
whisky. 

The recruiting offices of crime are filled 
with stragglers from badly-provisioned 
homes, for without good food no good 
work or living is possible. 

Mrs. Ewing then gave a brief lesson 
upon the science of bread-making. She 
declared bread to be the most important 
article of food, as the perfect grain con- 
tains every element found in the human 
body. By the improvements in milling 
processes, the white flour of today is more 
nutritious than the graham or whole- 
wheat flour, as it contains a larger amount 
of the gluten or nutritious element, and 
less starch. The lecturer then picked up 
a handful of snowy dough from the bowl 
by her side, and proceeded to explain the 
most important point in the scientific 
preparation of it. The dough was made 
of the best flour, so rich in gluten that 
the speaker stretched it out like a rope. 
or spread it into the thinnest: of sheets 
at will. She placed the yeast in the most 
important place among the essentials of 
perfect dough, because by no other known 
fermentation can 
the proper flavor be developed. The yeast 
is a natural germ, being the “‘bloom’” on 
grapes and plums, and the best form of> 
preparation is the compressed yeast. 

The quantity must be exact to produce 
perfect fermentation within a given time, 
and the temperature exactly 75 deg. 
Given these three things the result can- 
not be otherwise than satisfactory. 

Mrs. Ewing announced as the subject 
of her first lesson, to be given this after- 
noon, the art of scientific bread-making 
according to the methods used in Vienna; 
and promised to have all the appliances 
in readiness for a practical demonstration 
of the lecture. 


Sale of Horse Flesh. 

Dr. K. D, Wise of this city has dis- 
posed of all of his trotting stock, con- 
sisting of about eighty head, to Jack 
Curry, the well-known. Eastern horseman, 
who broughtysthe.famous Joe Patchen, 
2:04, out here a few weeks ago, and the 
horses will be shipped East by their new 
owner in the near future. While the 
terms were private, it is generally under- 
stood that Dr. Wise, although anxious to 
sell, was not willing to make any very 
great sacrifices in order to do so, con- 
sequently it must be inferred that the 
price accepted was a fair one. Dr. Wise 
spent a large sum upon his ranch, Wise- 
burn, a few years ago, equipping it with 
ali the modern improvements and placing 


larger establishments in this State, but 
whether this property is on the market 
or not is unknown.

ANOTHER NEW PROCESS. 


For the Treatment of Gold Ores by 
Chemical Action. 

Several new plans have within a com- 
paratively recent period been devised for 
the purpose of treating ore and extracting 
the gold in a perfect and economical man- 
ner, and generally these have been an 
elaboration of the cyanide process. A new 
method, presenting certain essential dif- 
ferences in treatment of the ore, is now 
being subjected to test in the mines in 
Southern Arizona, and yesterday H. W. 
Baker, who has spent some time down 
in that country, gave a brief description 
of the process. 

“I had read about the matter,” said 
he, “in the Bastern press, and am inter- 
ested in the results that may follow the 
present experimentation. The method was 
discovered by H. L. Sulman, who, I be- 
lieve, is a chemist and metallurgist of ex- 
perience. First of all a weak cyanide so- 
lution, such as is now used, receives the 
acdition of bromide of cyanogen, and the 
resultant compound is obtained slowly by 
the addition of oxygen. Being treated 

with zinc fumes ins'ead of zine shavings 
the gold is at once precipitated in 
the form of a thick powder. It ts claimed 
that by this rrocess satisfactory Tesults 
are obtained in forty-cight hours that by 
other methods require a couple of weeks. 
By treating the slimes from the ore, which 
forms 85 per cent. of the mass, with 
soap and lime it alco can te treated for 
gold in a precisely similar manner tc the 
other parts of the cre submitted to chemi- 
cal action.”’

Made a Pedestrian Trip to Arch Rock 
Sunday.

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Judge Widney and Lonis 
Post Hold Joint Debate, 
Tho Single Tax or Increased Cur- 


rency as Surcease for Na- 
tional Woe. 


Land Tenure Tracked Back to the 
Glades of Paradise—Any Man 
Can Earn a Chunk of 
Mother Earth. 


The Unity Churcti’ was filled almost to 
its utmost capacity last evening, and, 
rather strangely, by an audience largely 
made up of ladies, gathered to listen to a 
debate carried -on by Judge R. M. Widney 


and Louis Post. 

The theme for the joint debate was 
whether the prosperity of the country can 
best be effected by means of a stable finan- 
cial system or by the adoption of what is 
generally known as the single tax. Mr. 
Post, who is weil known as one of the 
most able exponents of the single-tax prin- 
ciple in the United States, presented a 
lucid statement of the case from his stand- 
point, and was followed by Judge Widney, 
who, in consequence of recent illness, spoke 
under serious disadvantage 

Ralph Hoyt, president of the local Sin- 
ale Tax Society, presided, and Senator 

Stephen M. White also occupied a seat on 
the pnilatform. Without preamble Mr. Post 
Was presented to the audience, and he 
opened the debate by saying that if some 
great giant should grab hold of the earth 
in one hand and then with the other seize 
hold of the people, and; holding them 
aloft, should shake them until all their 
money dropped out of their pockets, those 
poor unfortunates would not think about 
their money, but only how to get back to 
the earth. ‘‘What are the functions of 
money?’’ inquired Mr. Post. To facilitate 
trade is its sole function; it isa medium of 
value or exchange and helps to make trade 
free, and the freer it makes it the better 
does it serve its purpose. But if it should 
de entirely mcnopolized, trade would still 
continue, more difficultivy, it is irue, but 
trade would, nevertheless, continue. On 
the other hand, when the land !s monopo- 
lized a heavy taxation is placed on busi- 
ness, and a tremendous obstacle placed in 
the way of trade. All taxes that fall step 
by step on the unmanufactured prcduct 
come together in the hands of the retailer, 
and the purchaser has to do more work to 
ge it or take less of the commodity. Men 
make money out of land with the growth 
ofa community. We all desire this and try 
to rent land thus enhanced in value with- 
out any effort on our part. Men noving 
from the East ‘o the West must get to the 
land and the effort to do so brings out the 
nf6rtgaze. Out of tlre price of the produce of 
the land the interest on the monrtgae has to 
be paid, and also the principak At first 
glance this may appear a money questicn, 
but kt is not. 

An abundance of money, an elastic cur- 
recy may be good- things’ and so let 
us have them, but they won’t improve this 
condition. Suppose for example this per- 
fect monetary system should be discovered 
in Los Angeles and cnly used in this city. 
In order to get the benefit labor and capi- 
tal would flock here in large numbers and 
the real estate men could tell the result. 
The price of land would go up enormously; 
the land-owner would absorb any differ- 
ehte there might be in the improved sys- 
tem of finance. Until one can get under- 
neath the money question it is mot possible 
to understand man’s relation to the soil. 
The soil, all the forces of nature and the 
air, are included in the natural law. and 
who-owns these owns the men upon it. 
Among primitive races, as with advanced 
civilization, land is the primeval necessity. 
Trade, of which money is only one of its 
conditions, is an accompanyment of civ- 
ilized life only, and it is an impossibility 
that one of the conditions of trade should 
be of equal importance to that which is 
at the very bas2 of human existence. If 
the money monopolists and the land mo- 
nopolists were two distinct sets of indi- 
Viduais, the money power could not con- 
trol the land monopolists by saying: ‘‘Give 
us yeur land or do without our money.” 
But the land monopolists could indeed con- 
trol the money power by saying: ‘Yield 
i us your money or get from off our 

Judge Widney was accorded forty-five 
minutes to speak, and albeit he prefaced 
this remarks with an apology for h's hoarse. 
ness and said he did not think he could 
— out the set time; he talked to the full 

imit. 

“My friend advccates a single tax,”’ he 
began, ‘‘and J'll go him one better and 
have mo tax at all. I wouldn’t pay the 
President or his Cabinet, the members of 
Congress, the army and navy or any of 
these who take part in the machinery of 
Federal, State cr municipal government, 
and asa result we would not haveany of 
these things. fcr the reason that they would 
not work without compensation. If you want 
a government you have of necessity got 
to have a revenue to pay and carry on the 
government. What is government? Pro- 
t€&tion; protection for every individual 
persoh and all the real and personal prop- 


erty in the United States. The poor- 
tramp in Los Angeles should 
he-- run into police station 


pursued by 2 mcb, and claim protection, 
would have a cordon of police drawn around 
him in his defense. Should the power 
of.the police be insufficient the resources 
of the sheriff would be called upon, and 
so on until, in a_ case of final neces- 
sity, the President ‘could utilize the entire 
war resources of 65,000,000 of people to 
defend this insignificant piece of humanity. 
Everrthing that is protected should pay 
its proportion for protection. Why should 
@ merchant claim protection and then re- 
fuse to pay a nickel in return for what 
re bes received, and why should it be 
eaid that the land of the United States 
nrust bear a tax for the entire expenses 
of protection, and nothing else? It is 
a fundamental principle of government and 
justice that every one pays for what he 
gets, and when you depart from that rule 
you enter the domain of the ‘cinch.’ Fur- 
thermore, a single tax on land would be 
an absolute: imporsibikty under the laws 
of nature.” 
“Judge Widney proceeded by citing cases 
to show that to the farmer the cost of 
tion, his own expenses of living 
and keeping his family, plus the tax on 
bis land, would fix the price he would ex- 
pect to receive in market for the product 
of bis farm. He contended, therefore, 
thet the single tax would, in reality, not 
be on the land, but would be paid by the 
consumer, and this tax would be a fair 
sample of indirect taxation, and similar 
to those taxes nominally paid by the im- 
porter, but actually by the consumer. 
“I hear said,’’ continued Judge Wid- 
, “that & is difficuht for people to get 
land. Is that true? In 1868 I saw all these 
hill lands from Hill street upward selling 
for $27.50 per acre, and people expressed 
eurprise when some one came forward 
and bought the tract at that figure. He 
jaid it off in lots and sold them at $65 
apiece. Men earning from $2 to $5.per 
day, who had the opportunity to buy a 
lot, denounced the seller as a robber. These 
were men, of which there are many, hav- 
ing their eyes in the back of their heads 
aud keep looking behind instead of ahead. 
Wheat does it matter what land cost in the 
past? It is what is its value to me in 
the future? I hold there is not a healthy 
man in Los Angeles that cannot become 
the owner of a lot if he so desires. In 
1868 land in this city now held at $100,- 
606 for from %500 to $600. The 
grumblers would like a piece of property 
on Fifth avenue, or in the center of San 
Francisco or Los Angeles, but nine times 
out of ten if they had it they would at 
once proceed to ‘blow it in,’ and in that 
Way dispose of it. The land of this coun- 
try is not monopolized. The wealthiest 
men in this city as a rule own the least 
fJand, .. There are tracts laid out, and 
tanv Tots may be held by the one person, 
but they are held for from $50 to $60 
‘ @0lece and can be had cheap. There is 
wot an industrious map that cannot get 
$

from five to ten acres in five years if he | 
wants to work for it. It is said ‘every. 
man is entitled to own @ certain portion 
of land as his right from God.’ I deny 
it. He can't show any slich abstract of 
title. In Genesis we are told of the man 
put in a splendid orchard and garden, the 
nroduce of which was given unreservedly 
to him with the exception of the bearing 
of one tree. The fellow was so dishonest 
that he stole this very fruit from the 
owner of this best piece of improved real 
estate, and so the proprietor wouldn't 
trust him any more—he might have got 
digging up the trees—so he@drove him out. 
A curse was placed on the land and he 
was told that he should cat by the sweat 
of his face. The same class of people ex- 
ists today; men unwilling to go out and 
acauire title by the sweat of their face. 

But money is the ‘foundation of civil- 
ization,’ and is so styled by scientific 
students. Nations cannot go to war until 
they have first negotiated a loan. We are 
told that China is to pay a heavy indem- 
nity to Japan. No European nation can 
pay that gold, and so a raid is to be made 
on the United States, for the reason that 
other nations have protected themselves,’ 
and America is the only one destitute of 
a fiscal system and which admits. of 
schemes being put in vogue by which she 
can be looted. Argentine was deliberately 
wrecked by the money kings who with- 
drew their gold from that country just 
when the interest on bonds was fall ng 
due. Australia was treated in precisely 
similar fashion. Gold Has been withdrawn 
from the United States during the past 
four years for the purpose of forcing the 
government to float bonds. In January 
the withdrawal began with $2,000,000 and 
rose to $10,000,000 a day and then it 
ceased when the advisability of a bond 
issue began to be discussed. When such 
talk ceased the withdrawals began again, 
and the..money power finally compelled 
the government to issue bonds and the 
country was swindled, owing to a defective 
legislative system. And then, most as- 
tonishing fact of all, we are told by Car- 
lisle, that the bonds were sold for $9,000,- 
000 less than they are worth today. He 
stated the consideration. The syndicate 
agreed to protect the American govern- 
ment from a further raid on the treasury. 
When such things are said and such things 
are done, it is time we were kicked off 
the American continent.”’ 

Judge Widney concluded by asserting 
that he desired the truth omy. “I don’t 
care,’ said he, “if the devil brings it on a 
platter smoking with brimstone; but if not 
the truth then I wouldn"t take it fro 
Gabriel himself.’’ 

Mr. Post, in making reply, said he agreed 
perfectly in much that Judge Widney had 
said; im fact most of his assertions regard- 
ing money were conceded to be in con- 


sonance with Mr. Post’s own, with the one 
exception that it was not lack of money 
that is the prevailing necessity, but lack | 
of land. “In referring to the hard times 
in Argentine and Australia,”’ comtinued Mr. , 
Post, “Judge Widney in ascribing them to ' 
the heavy gold withdrawals, simply mis- | 
understood the situation. Australia is a_ 
producer of gold, and is anxious to sell it, 
ami you might just as well say that the 
withdrawals of wheat from the United 
States, or the orange crop from Los An- 
geles was the cause of disaster in this 
country. The fact was there was a big 
boom, and the bubble burst. The bankers 
can speculate in real estate as well as in 
anything else. They boomed Australia and 
Argentine, and the prices of land rose ro 
high that it was impossible that the pro- 
ducts could pay rent and other expenses. 
Then the boom burst and the trouble was 
not a question of money but of speculation 
in land. 

“Judge Widney conceded that money was 
a question of trade, and by devoting so 
much of ‘his time to the land question he 
has let it also be implied that it is the 
more importam issue, I will say he is the 
first man whom I have met who has made 
certain plainly stated objections that can 
be met and discussed. The first proposi- 
tion he put forward may be summarized 
as follows: ‘That it would be unjust to 
tax land because men ought to pay for 
protection im proportion to what they re- 
ceive.’ Now I agree with this, though in- 
cidentally I may say you would wait a 
long time before you would see the nation 


rise up to protect a tramp unless 
some high interests were wrapped 
up in his. To enjoy the  protec- 
tion spoken of it is mecessary 


to be within jurisdiction. The fand-own- 
ers are within such jurisdiction and charge 
what they like before they let anyone 
else come in and enjoy it. No one cares 
for land in a country where the demand for 
it is smal, and where life is imperiled 
and no protection of any kind is accorded. 
In such a place jJabor and goods are 
bound to be high. Now get this country 
into good shape; make it safe for life and 
property, and people will go there tto seil 
their labor, goods will ‘be sold in greater 
quantities; there will be a greater com- 
petition, and the price of labor and goods 
witl go down and the price of land go up. 
What does that prove but that good gov- 
ernment confers on owners of land a pro- 
tection granted to no one else. There 
are many conveniencies, it is true, which 
all may enjoy, but only the land-owner 
has the privilege to charge for them. 
The land-owners of Washington, as shown 
in the records, through a period of years, 
have paid in taxes 2 per cent. while prop- 
erty has increased 10 per cent.; they thus 
have got 8 per cent. for doing nothing. 
“The second proposition that it is impos- 
sible to levy the single tax because its 
payment would be shifted onto the shoul- 
ders of the consumer of the land’s prod- 
uct. indicates that Judge Widney got 
confused on a question of political econ- 
omy. The single tax is not an indirect, 
but a very direct tax. It stays fast where 
it is put. You tax a manufacturer and he 
puts it onto his goods, you make them 
harder to manufacture and if the demand 
continues the price goes up. With land 
the same principle obtains, but with re- 
verse effect. A tax on land values will 
make land more plentiful, for the land 
held out of use will come into the market 
and land values will fall. Under the law 
of gravitation a stone falls to the ground 
and a ballon flies up into the air. A: tax 
on goods interferes with production, les- 
sens competition and increases the price 
of the product; a tax on land has the re- 
verse effect, for it decreases the price. 
“The last proposition, that land is not 
a monopoly,,I hardly know how to ap- 
proach. The idea that every child of a 
landless man must work five years before 
he can call a piece of earth his own! Who 
dare to say this and in the same breath 
speak of God as the Father of all. What 
difference exists between Astor and the 
tramp spoken of? The tramp doesn’t 
take anything but what he pilfers and 
makes no return, perhaps, for what he 
gets. The millionaire doesn’t give any 
return for what he gets—and he gets so 
much. I have heard some curious scrip- 
tural interpretations in my time, but that 
of ‘eating bread by the sweat of the face’ 
gets away with all I ever heard. A man 
must earn land by the sweat of his face: 
what does it mean? The surrender of the 
product of labor in whole or part for the 
privilege of owning a piece of earth. If 
the person receiving that tender is not 
earning by the sweat of somebody else's 
face it seems strange to me. After Adam 
was evicted from the piece of improved 
property where he was sent: up in the 
air? No, but out onto unimproved land 
to improve it on his own account—and 
that’s all we ask. We're not asking for an 
orange grove—to enjoy the product of 
someone else’s labor—but just plain brain-— 
ble land. 
“I didn’t..know Los Angeles in those 
days when jand was sold for $27, but on 
general principles I'll assert this, that the 
land wasn’t worth it. The builder who 
put up buildings and tried to rent them 
would have failed, fur he wouldn't have got 
any return on his money. When land goes 
so high that it can't earn the income on 
it, it is then monopolized and labor ‘s 
separated from it. If men paid $27 an 
acre for land that now is worth $100,000, 
where did the increase come from? The 
owner charging for the privilege of the 
eity; the benefits conferred by citizens 
massed together.

The Populist Party no Tail to the 
Silver Combination.

ST. PAUL (Minn.,) March 18.—Ignatius 
Donnelly and Sidney M. Owen, the lat- 
ter the Populists’ candidate for Governor 
at the last election, make an official en- 
nouncement that the People’s party of 
Minnescta will not join the free-silver- 
ccinago party. Mr. Donnelly says: 

“The idea of our party deserting the 
principles laid down in the Omaha plat- 
form end consenting to be the tail to 
an exclusive free-silver party is absurd.

LACKS JURISDICTION. 


THE OAKLAND WATER-FRONT. 
CASE DISMISSED. 


Why the Supreme Court Has Sum- 
marily Disposed of the Im- 
portant Subject—Dissent- 


- ing Opinion.

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller today delivered an opinion diis- 
missing tthe bill in equity brought by the 
State of Califormia vs. the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad Company, involving the own- 
ership of the Oakland watter-front, for 
want of original jurisdiction. 

This disposition of the case was made 
necessary by ‘the conclusion reached by the 
cour: that as there were parties interested 
in the disposition of it, such as the town 
of Oakland and the Water-front Company, 
who do not appear as parties ‘to the pres- 
ent suit, it was mot equitable to finally 


adjudicate the case unless those ipterests | 


were represented in the suit. Justice Ful- 
ler stated ‘that while the rights of the 
Town and Water-front Company would not 
be technically determined, they would be 
effectually passed upon. With the matter 
placed in this light, the mext question to 
be decided was whether the Supreme 
Court had original jurisdiction. The de- 
cision first was to the effect that it did not 
have such jurisdiction, and in reaching 
this conclusion, the opinion discussed at 
some length the provisions of the Consti- 
tution conférring original jurisdiction. 

While ‘there was some reasom for doubt 
as ito the course to be pursued, the court 
was of the opinion that the Constitution 
had meant to be explicit in its confirma- 
tion of original jurisdiction, and as pro- 
visiom was not made for a combination of 
citizens of tthe State at interest with those 
of anothér State, the inference was that 
im such cases the Supreme Court could only 
exercise appellate and not original juris- 
diction. 

Referring the question of the interest of 
other parties who do not appear in the 
case, ‘the Chief Justice, after quoting va- 
rious rulings of the court, said: ‘Sitting 
as a court of equity we cannot, in the 
light of these well-settled principles, in- 
voke the consiieration of the question 
who have not im- 
m | Tegtricting the de- 
mands of the complainant are not indis- 
pensable parties, or at least, so far neces- 
sary (tha't the case should not go on in their 
absence. Can ‘the court proceed to decree 
as between the Staite and Southern Pucific 
Company and do complete and final jus- 
tice without affecting other persons not be- 
fore the court, or teaving ‘the controversy 
in such a condition that tts final termina- 
tion might be wholly imconsistent with 
equity amd good conscjence? We are con- 
strained to conclude that ‘the city of Oak- 
land and the Oakland Water-front Com- 
pany are so situated in respect ‘to this liti- 
gation, and we ought not to proceed in 
their absence.”’ 

After quoting various opinions bearing 
upon the question of jurisdiction in case 
where citizens of the State which is party 
to the suit are joined with those of an- 
other State, the Chief Justice said: “If, 
by virtue of the subject matter, the case 
comes within the judicial power of the 
United States, it does not follow that it 
comes within the original jurisdiction of 
this court. Jurisdiction does not obtain 
simply because the State is a pamy. It 
was held at an early day that Congress 
could either enlarge or restrict the origi- 
nal jurisdiction of this court, and no at- 
tempt to do so is suggested here. What 
‘ongress may have power to do in rela- 
ion to the jurisdiction of courts of the 
United States is not the question, but 
whether where the Constitution provides 
this court shall have original jurisdiction 
in cases in which the State is a plaintiff 
and the citizens of another State are the 
defendant, that jurisdiction oan be held 
to embrace a suit between the State and 
the citizens of another State, and that of 
the same State. Weareof the opinion our 
original jurisdiction can be held to em- 
brace a suit between the State and citi- 
zens of another State and of the same 
State. We are of the opinion that origina). 
jurisdiction cannot thus be extended, and 
the bill must be dismissed for want of 
parties who should be joined, but cannot 
be without ousting jurisdiction.”’ 

Justice Harlan, in a dissenting opinicn, 
cited the boundary suit in the case of 
Florida against Georgia, in which the 
Attorney-General was allowed to file 
proofs for the United States without mak- 
ing the government a party to the case 
in a technical sense, and contended that 
practically the same course had been pur- 
sued in this case, the city of Oakland, 
having been allowed to file briefs and 
documents to illustrate its alleged title 
and participate in taking evidence. ‘The 
case has been fully heard upon its merits,” 
he continued, ‘‘as they involve the rights 
of California and the Southern Pacific 
Company and the city of Oakland. All 
these parties earnestly desire that wé pro- 
ceed to a final decree on the merits. If 
any other party is interested in the re- 
sult of te case we can hold the case until 
that party, if it so wishes, can make proof 
of such interest and its nature, just as 
the city of Oakland has done. The sug- 
<estions that the Oakland Water-front 
Company has such interest in this suit as 
to entitle it to heard comes from the court, 
not from that company nor from any of 
the parties before us.” 

The court did not say that the decree

as between the State of California and 
the Southern Pacific might legally affect 
the clairas of others, or that it could be 
pleaded in bar in any subsequent suit, 
therefore it was difficult for him to un- 
derstand why the court should not exer- 
cise its obligation to decide the case be- 
tween the State and corporation. In con- 
clusion, Justice Harlon asked how the 
State of California was to obtain a judi- 
cial determination of the controversy. 
The effectiveness of such a suit would de- 


pend upwm the ability of the State to 


bring the Kentucky corporation into court 
so that it woulfl be bound by final decree. 
The framers of the Constitution did not 
intend to subject the State to the indig- 
nity of being compelled to submit its con- 
troversiess with citizens of other States to 
the courts of such other States. 

Justice Field added a few words of re- 
gret that the court could not settle a 
matter trat would bring so much trouble 
to the State. ‘

COMPETITION FOR AN ELECTRIC 
LIGHT FRANCHISE. 


The Council Asked to Adopt Meas- 
ures to Guard Against Infection | 
of Consumption—Notes 
| and Personals. 


PASADENA, March 18.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) The City Council met in reg- 
ular session this afternoon, President Cox | 
in the chair, Trustees Weed, ‘Hamilton, 
Washburn and Lukens present, and trans- 
acted a large amount of routine business. 
There was some discussion at the outset 
regarding the presenting of bids for a 
franchise, the question being whether a 
bid presented a quarter of a minute after 
12m. was within the limits of the time 
restricting the bids to 12 m., when the 
person presenting the bid was present at 
11:58 a.m., ready ‘to hand ‘it in, but being 
prevented therefrom by the reception of 
a competing bidder, who gave in his 
proposition at 11:59 a.m. The proceeding 
was decided formal, and the board pro- 
ceeded to open and read bids for the 
franchise, which was for the maintaining 
and operating of electric lights in the city. 
The offers were $1101.50 and $151 respect- 
ively, theaward being to E. Groenendyke, 
the highest bidder. Charles C. Glass then 
introduced a petition for maintaining an. 
electric light plant, which was received, 
read and, ordered, filed. The ordinance 
granting the franchisé to Mr. Groenen- 
dyke was presented. It provides that a 
bond of $1000 be forthcoming within the 
next thirty days as an earnest of good 
faith, and a guarantee that the work will 
be completed within a year from the date 
of the granting of. the petition. It was 
Ao and jaid on the table for future ac- 

on. 

Three petitions for ‘the erection of cor- 
rugated iron sheds for various purposes 
were submitted, one being denied, one 
granted, and the third turned over to the 
Street and Alley Committee. An applica- 


tion by H. EB. Tuttle for permission to 


construct a sewer, was granted, and affi-. 
davits of the resolution of intention affect- 
ing the work on Bellefontaine and Pas- 


-adena ayenue, were examined and declared 


sufficient. The report of the City Engi- 
neer, recommending elevations for estab- 
lishing the grade of Peoria street, was re- 
ceived and approved, as was the financial 
report of the Cify Clerk for the fiscal 
year. The most important petitions whch 
came before the board were those relating 
to the improvement of. Fair Oaks avenue. 
These prayed the Council to grant per- 
mission for the grading, curbing, side- 
walking and sewering of that ‘thoroughfare 
from Chestnut street north to the limits of 
the ‘city.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


\THRILLING AND ALMOST FATAL 
RUNAWAY ACCIDENT. 


The Murderer of the Frenchman 
Must Hang— Cheese Factory as 
a Possibility—Notes and | 
Personals. , — 


BERNARDINO, March 18.—(Spe- 
olal Correspondence.) Amelio Garcia, who 
murdered James Guillminot.in a most 
brutal manner near Colton a Yew months 
ago, received his sentence today to be 
hanged. When asked by the court if he 
nad anything to say why sentence should 
not be pronounced, he said: “I do nét re- 
ceive this sentence,’ because I have been 
chastised unjustly. I know it has been 
done for money, not for law. That is the 
reason I want it to be shown how my case 
stands. The way it has been explained 
to me, I do not. receive it. All the proofs 
in the case are false, not because some- 
body says I killed him, but did I kill 
him? These proofs were not well examined. 
There is not certain proof in the whole 
thing. I have proofs by which I can prove 
everything I am _ saying. Now there 
has been money paid in order to chastise 
me.” The court then said: ‘“‘The judgment 
of this court is, that you, Amelio Garcia, 
within ten days from this date, be taken 
hence by the sheriff of this county to the 
State prison of San Quentin, and there 
be delivered into the hands of the warden 
of said State prison and that, according 
to law, between the hours of 9 o’clock a.m. 
and 4 o'clock p.m. of the 5th day of June, 
* 1895, you be by said warden, hung by the 
neck until dead, and defendant is re- 
manded -to the custody of the sheriff to 
carry out this judgment.”’ 

A THRILLING ACCIDENT. 

What came near being a serious acci- 
dent occurred to M. C. Troxell last week. 
Mr. Troxell is working on Frink’s ranch 
in San Yimoteo Canyon, and while driving 
a team down hill the brake broke, fright- 
ening the horses and throwing him on 
top of them.

POMONA. 

POMONA, March 18. — (Special Corre- 
spondence.).In the present very warmly- 
contested city election campaign in Pomona 
a rare amount of atterstion is given to the 
administration of municipal affairs since 
the present high-license Trustees came into 
power, and to a comparison of affairs un- 
der the prohibition rule here in the four 
years previous to April, 1893. But, irre- 
spective of any local political bias, a large 
part of our citizenc have nothing but 
praise for the corduct of municipal affairs 
in Pomona in the past two years. There 
has never been such progress in public im- 
provements here, and at the same time 
such a low rate of taxation for the gov- 
ernment as im the last twelve months. 
Pomona has had the very lowest tax rate 
of any eity of its class in Southern Cali- 
fornia, and there are only two cities in the 
whole State of the same class that have 
enjoyed a less rate of taxation. Not only 
this, but in the last twenty months Po- 
mona has nearly $3000 for a public 
park ground that had previously been 
bought; has expended over $1400 in cross- 
walks and cemem walks; has finished two 
$20,000 schoolhouses; has paid $8000 inter- 
est on the bonds for shose structures; has 
provided a fund of $1530 as a sinking fund 
for a fire-proof library building some day; 
has provided a fund of $1350 for the imme- 
diate, purchase of a chemical engine for 
fire purposes; has given the people the 
benefit of a thorough and fine system of 
electric lights in place of former flickering 
gas VMghts; has done a very extensive lot 
of street-sprinkling, and thas now in the 
city treasury over $8300 in funds that may 
be drawn upon for running the city gov- 
ernment urmtil next January. This is the 
largest sum ever known in the city treas- 
ury at this particular period of any year. 
Ex-Mayor Hazard of Los Angeles recently 
said that he never knew of a more eco- 
homically-managed and wisely-adminis- 
tered city government than has been that 
of Pomona in the past two years. ; 

A local statistician has found that dur- 
ing the past year Pomona has grown at 
the rate of nine houses a month, and in 


the past two years at the rate of seven} 


houses a month. Figuring on a financial 
basis, he thas estimated that the money put 
in these dwellinmg-houses has been at the 
rate of $14,200 a month for the past year, 
and $11,400 per month in the past two 


years.
